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Calleguas Creek Watershed, California
PROJECT DESCRIPTION

The Calleguas Municipal Water District (CMWD) supplies the Ventura County residents with
potable water. CMWD owns and operates the Calleguas Conduit North Branch (CCNB),
which is an integral part of the CMWD’s distribution system, serving the Cities of Oxnard,
Camarillo, Thousand Oaks, Simi Valley, Moorpark, and surrounding unincorporated areas.
The CMWD proposes to put steel cylinder liners in sections of the CCNB. Due to elevated
groundwater levels, dewatering is anticipated during construction. Groundwater dewatering
will be continuous for the duration of the rehabilitation project.

VOLUME AND DESCRIPTION OF DISCHARGE
The CMWD proposes to discharge up to 7,000 gallons per day of groundwater per location.
The groundwater will be discharged to storm drains (see Attachment 1), then to Calleguas

Creek Watershed (above Potrero Road), a water of the United States. See Figure 1, site
locations.

FREQUENCY OF DISCHARGE

Discharge from the construction of the new pipelines is proposed to begin in December
2002, and will last for five months.

REUSE OF WATER
The CMWD has studied the feasibility of reusing the groundwater and other alternative

disposal options. These options are not feasible at the site; therefore, the groundwater will
be discharged to a storm drain.
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
